FCC ANNOUNCES TENTATIVE AGENDA FOR AUGUST OPEN MEETING

Removing Barriers to Wireless Backhaul: The Commission will consider a Second Report and Order,
Second Further Notice of Proposed Rulemaking Second Notice of Inquiry, Order on Reconsideration, and
Memorandum Opinion and Order that seeks to remove regulatory barriers to make better use of Fixed
Service (FS) spectrum and provide additional flexibility to enable FS licensees to reduce operational costs
and facilitate the use of wireless backhaul in rural areas.
